George Ellenberger, notice of whose 


death was printed Jast T\eek, was born in 
Jnuiata Township on, Febtuary 23, 1832. 
Janqary 10, 1858, he was united in • mar- 
riage with Annie E. Wilson of Napier 
Townsiiip, who, with two sons, preceded 
"him to: the spirit world. 


Mr. Ellenberger was a veteran of the 


Civil War, being a member of Co. K, 55th 
Reg. Pa.. Volunteers. He was wounded at 
•Drewry's Bluff in the right arm near the 
shoulder. 


In 18CG he moved with bis family to Som- 


erset County, near Dividing Ridge, where 
he Jived until 1SST wlien |fe moved to Na- 
pier Townehlp, where he purchased a farm. 
During his life, with the help of his fam- 
ily he cleared about 206 acres of land and 
split thousands of rails.

In November 1910 he made his home 


with his son, James H. Ellenberger. He 
was,taken ill with cramp on December.16, 
and was ^confined to his bed for 10 weeks 
and five days, during which time he bore 
his suffering 
with 
Christian 
fortitude, 


passing away March 3 in the triumphs of a 
living faith. 


He had made nil arrangements for his 


funeral, even to the minutest detail. 
He 


is survived by four sons and two daugh- 
ters: J. H. Ellenberger of near Schells- 
burg, George W., Jacob B. and John T., of 
Johnstown; Mrs. Eliza Cable and Mrs. 
John H, Miller, of Boswell. 


The funeral services were conducted by 


Kev. L. B. Rittenhouse and interment was 
made in the Schellsburg Cemetery, the 
pall bearers were Benjamin Egolf, Lev! 
Shaffer, James Crawford, John H. Criss- 
man, Isaiah Hoover and John Emerick.

, Liquor License Refused—Opinion of 


Judge Woods Verbatim—Judge Brice 


Changes Vote. 


The long-loolred-for decision of the 
Court in re licenses for Bedford 
County arrived on Wednesday and is 
on file in the office of Prothonotary 
Guyer, an. exact copy being here ap- 
pended, together with a letter to the 
President Judge from Associate Brice 
and an opinion filed by him yester- 
day. They speak for themselves. 


Judge Woods' Opinion 


In the Court of Quarter Sessions of Bed- 


ford County, Pennsylvania. 
In re petition of William A. Grafflous et 


al. praying tliat a license to sell liquors in 
quantities not exceeding one quart, and 
Oscar L. Brumbaugh et al., for Distilleis 
License 


In taking up, for consideration, these ap- 


plications, twenty-three in all, we are met 
with au exception to each one which reads 
as follows, to wit:—"Because the Clerk of 
the above named Court has not published 
two times in three newspapers designated 
by (him, a list containing the name of this 
applicant, his residence and the place for 
which application is made, as required by 
See. 1 of the Act of April 27, 1903." By re- 
ferring to the Act quoted, viz:—Act of 
April 27, 1903, we find it has reference to 
an Act regulating "the sale of malt, brew- 
ed, vinous and spirituous- Jiquors, etc." by 
brewers, distillers, wholesalers, etc., and is 
an amendment to the wholesale Act of July 
13, 1897, amending the Third Sect, of said 
Act, and provides the form and manner of 
publication to all intents and purposes as 
is provided for the publication of retail 
applicants. As to the manner and mode of 
publication, the law lequires that the Clerk 
shall cause to be published a list of the ap- 
plicants for all manner of licenses for the 
Isale of spirituous malt and brewed liquors, 
for a certain time before the day fixed for 
the hearing and In a designated manner. 
This provision is mandatory- In the case 
of Helper's "Licence 21 Super. Court 312. 
Judge Porter has said: "The Fourth Sec- 
tioii of the Act requires every person ap- 
plyirig for a license to tile his petition witti 
the Clerk of the Conrt of Quarter Session* 
at least three weeks before the first day of" 
the session of the Court at which the same 
is to be heard. The Act and its supplement 
imposes upon the clerk the_ duty;jot 


" 


rule tins exception. 
As we have said, 


twenty -three applications have been filed 
and are virtually for the same places which 
were filed m 1910 at which time nineteen 
weie refused after a full he.u-ing. For the 
consideration of these applications \ve will 
divide them into two classes; the one class 
being located in the mining district, where 
soft coal is found in considerable quanti- 
ties, and the other class in the Boroughs and 
one or two Townships in other sections of the 
County. The majority of the Court a year 
ago refused the licenses located m the min- 
ing district because of the large remon- 
strances which had been filed and from 
personal knowledge of the localities and 
conditions of the several places and we 
are convinced we were right. At this time 
we are brought face to face with large 
specific remonstrances from the several lo- 
calities and while the evidence shows that 
a considerable quantity of beer and so 
•forth have been shipped into the district, 
at the sume time there is evidence,' of a 
convincing character, that the conditions 
in the several communities are far better, 
there being less drunkenness and disorder 
tiian when there was license; this testi- 
mony taken all together and in connection 
with our personal knowledge, and having 
due regard to the number and character of 
the petitioners for and the remonstrants 
against these several applications the ma- 
jority of the Court are convinced that is is 
our duty to refuse these several applicants 
and, therefore, the following named per- 
sons are refused, to wit:—William A. Graf-

These provisions 
are for tile purpose of making certain that 
the public shall have notice of the time 
when these matters of public concern are 
to be beard and disposed of by the Court. 
The requirement that every application for 
the granting of a license shall be filed 
three weeks before the first day of the ses- 
sion at which the same is to be heard is 
mandatory. When the applications are not 
so filed, it is impossible for the clerk to 
perform the duty imposed upon him , by 
statute, and the manifest Intention of the 
Legislature that the public shall have no- 
tice must be defeated. 
The statute con- 


templates notice of the identity- of the pro- 
posed license as well as thut of the place 
where the business Is to be carried on, and 
the courts have no authority to permit any 
substitution or transfer of the application 
which will defeat the legislative intent." 
We see from this utterance of the Superior 
Court that the intent of the statute con- 
templated notice of the idenity of the pro- 
posed applicant as well as that of the place 
where the business was to be carried on ; 
if, therefore, the Identity of the applicant 
as well as that of the place was sufficiently 
set forth so as to inform the public, and 
especially the local public, of the place and 
the applicant, then the requirements of the 
statute have been complied with In that 
particular. The proposition that sufficient 
notice was not conveyed by the advertise- 
ment is negatived by the large specific re- 
monstrance as tiled against each and every 
ipplication for a license. Again, "if the 
remonstrants had taken the trouble to go 
to the office of the Clerk of the Court of 
Qu.iiter Session, they could have very eas-

The exception us filed does> not state 


wherein the publication was faulty, except 
that it was not according to the Act of 
April 27, 1903. Upon examination, of the 
list as published in one of the papers se- 
lected we find the following: 
"Applica- 


tions for Liquor Licenses." "The following 
petitions for Liquor Licenses have been 
filed with the Clerk of the Court of Quar- 
ter Sessions of Bedford County, Pennsyl- 
vania, and will be presented to the Court 
on Wednesday, March 1, 1911, for hearing." 
Then follows the name of the Applicant, 
the name of the hotel and the place. While 
it does not designate the street on which 
the hotel is located still we are satisfied 
that It was a compliance with the Act In 
that it gave sufficient notice as evidenced 
by the large remonstrance filed against 
each individual applicant. The communi- 
ties for which license is applied for, are not 
large; the largest being the Borough of 
Bedford which has a population, according 
to the last census of Two Thousand Two 
Hundred and Thirty-live (2235) and the 
other boroughs ranging from One Thous- 
and Seven Hundred and Twenty-five (1725) 
of a population down to Three Hundred 
and Eleven (311), and this publication was 
sufficient to notify the inhabitants that a 
license application had been filed. 
We 


think the notice was sufficient under the 
conditions and no one oonld have been mts- 
lead or deceived by or through the publica- 
tion nnd that being the cnse we must over- 


and due consideration these '„ several^ dis- 
tillers licenses are refused by^a majority 
of the Court. 
From oor 'own persona 


knowledge and considering the petitioners 
for and remonstrants against the applica- 
tion of Andrew L. Hafer in ttie Borough of 
Bedford the majority of the Court refuse 
this license. In the case of the application 
of Harry O. Hnfer for a license in Bedford 
Borough a special exception has been filed 
to the effect that the certificate In support 
of the petition has not been filled out an-1 
does not name the petitioner or that they 
are reputable, qualified electors of the Bor- 
ough of Bedford. We at first thought that 
this omission could be cured by amendment 
but the more we huve examined and looked 
into this question the stronger becomes our 
conviction that it is a material matter and 
cannot be amended. The certificate which 
Is attached to and made part of the peti- 
tion is a statutory provision and must be 
strictly complied with. As Judge Orlady 
has snld In Cramers License 23 Superior 
Court 590 "the request to amend the peti- 
tion was an admission of bis carelessness, 
and the granting of It by the Court was 
not a matter of course or right, but strictly 
one of grace. A petition should be legally 
complete in all the statutory details when 
it Is filed in the Court, the cases being ex- 
ceptional where an amendment is justi- 
fied."

Judge Morri- 
son in Crawford's License 33 Super. Court 
340 quoting from Harris vs. Mercur 202 
Pa. 313 said : "The commands of a statute 
cannot be waived or dispensed with by a 
Court. They require implicit obedience as 
well from the Court as from its suitors," 
and In the same ease he quotes "When a 
statute fixes the time within which au act 
must be done, the Courts have no power to 
enlarge it, although it relates to a mere 
question of practice." As this application 
stands it leaves the certificate blank, and 
In order to have It fully made out each per- 
son whose name may be attached would 
have to be called to certify to its contents. 
We, therefore, sustain this exception and 
the petition not fully complying with the 
statute, there can be no license. The ap- 
plication of J. II. Edmonson for a license In 
Everett is refused by a majority of the 
Court, taking Into consideration the testi- 
mony, the number and character of the pe- 
titioners for and remonstrants against this 
application.

five years in Vienna with the Martines 
family without ever learning German 
or wishing to learn it.

speech but Italian, Metastasio possess- 
ed many peculiarities of character.

Those who alluded to smallpox 
before him he made it a point not to 
see again.

than the equivalent of $25 to the 
poor. He always occupied the same

Nothing 
would induce him to dine away from 
home. He never changed his wig or 
the cut or color of his coat.

[The citation is supplied by The Gazette,; 
"Scott, J., Feb. 15, 1904.—The only allega- 


tions of this remonstrance which can be ac- 
cepted as proven against the petitioner are 
prohibited sales made to five minors. These 
are admitted by him. Prior to the Act of 
May 20. 1S»7, P. L. 9:i, this would require 
forfeiture of his license, for the provisions 
of the earlier statute were mandatory and 
absolute: Carlson's License, 127 Pa. 330; 
Campbell's License, 8 Pa. Superior Ct. 524. 
The later act, however, excuses from re- 
sponsibility when such sales are not made 
•knowingly 
or 
negligently.' 
All these 


minors were examined in court. 
Some of 


them were nearly of age when they mis- 
represented it at the bar of the hotel. Their 
appearance in each case justified reliance 
upon their assertion, which they maintain- 
ed by written acknowledgment in a book. 
One of them drank with his own father. 
Most of the sales were made by the bar- 
tender, to whom specific instructions to 
observe tne law had been given by the ap- 
plicant: Com. vs. Newhard, 3 Pa. Superior 
Ct. 213. The test of either civil or criminal 
responsibility for negligence in any branch 
of the law is not measured by failure to 
employ all or eveu the best resources to 
-ascertain the facts, when not immediately 
available upon sudden exigency. 
Inquiry 


made in good faith from one whose appear- 
ance confirms the answer is proof of that 
degree of care which rebuts, urima facie, 
the inference that an act is done with 
knowledge or negligence, and a reasonably 
prudent nuin would deem it sufficient, un- 
less theie was something else to create 
sufepk-iou. Any other interpretation would 
require a large proportion oi bar patrons 
who nad reached their majority to exhibit 
a certificate or icgister of birth. This does 
not imply that apparent doubt requires no 
further proof than the declaration of the 
minor. 


I have administered these laws rigidly 


(Com. vs. Holstiue, 132 Pa. 337), and I in- 
tend to do so, in the interest of good order; 
but I am morally certain that very few 
hotel proprietors in the county could safely 
challenge such an investigation as this has 
been, with the efforts of the two chief re- 


""inbnstrants, inspired by personal resent- 


ment, to secure proofs of violations of law 
for the period of two years. This is a re- 
spectable house and invites a reputable 
patronage. Revocation of the license upon 
the evidence submitted would be opposed 
to a condition which the legislature, wheth- 
er wisely or not, has .seen fit to exempt 
The petition of Oscar G. Tallman for the 
same place must be denied. He is not in 
possession of the piemi.ses. 
If the owner 


recovers it, the license will be transferred." 


The petition of John C. Millci fora license 


at the Union Hotel in Bedford Borough 
comes to us as a surprise. The evidence 
shows that the former proprietor, Ed. Dill, 
circulated a petition nnd obtained signers, 
when within two days of the time for filing 
his petition the said John C. Miller ob- 
tained signatures to an application for 
license at the said hotel and his petition 
was filed a-iid that ofBd. Dill was not filed. 
The petitioner testified that if a license was 
granted he was to hold the property under 
a lease, otherwise the lease was not to go 
into effect unless a license was granted. A 
large remonstrance has been filed against 
the granting of this license. After due and 
careful consideration of the petitioners for 
and remonstrants against this license to- 
gether with the testimony, it is refused by 
n majority of the Court. \Ve now conie to 
consider the applications ot J. 
Edward 


Klvtins, Thomas Eichelberger, Walter E. 
MeOleary, John T. McElwoe and Charles 
Tout. 
Against each applicant there are 


specific charges of the violation of the 
Act. These several persons held a license 
granted for the year 1910 and at the time 
thci Court granted the licenses we em- 
phatically told the licensees, that we had 
been informed, in an indirect way, that 
some people charged them with selling to 
minors and 
men of known 
in temperate 


habits, lint there being no dirw-t evuk'iK-o 
in support of such rhmw. \\e could not 
consider them and the licenses, were grant- 
ed, bur \\e cautioned and admonished them 
to comply w i t h the law- and not to sell lo 
any forbidden class. 
When the licenses 


•>M-re applied for this year «<- were brought 
face to fa<o with testimony against'each 
applicant which to our mind showed such 
disregard to the l.iw, whir., to say the 
k'ast was Mil prising; |>oj .s of the age of 
.seventeen yeais and upward testified that 
tlu-y purchased and drauk at a number of 
these places frequently and without being 
asked their age, .mil men of Known intem- 
I-erate habits, anil those \isibly under the

s.itislied that this condition so aroused the 
people of the several communities in which 
the license was held. Hint they were forced 
to

again. "This ignorance is not n sufficient and the subscriber hereto being fully satls- 
excuse or Justification under the Act of fled tnat he^ls Justified >'a dissenting and 
Assembly." lu Arnold's License 30 Super. 
Court 90 the law ia laid down as follows: 
"It is mandatory upon the Court to revoke 
a license upon suliicleiit cause shown, or 
proof being made' to the said Court, that 
the party holding a license has violated 
any law of this commonwealth relating to 
the sale of liquors." Again: "Under the 
Act of May 13, 18S7, Sections 7 nnd 17 P. 
L. 108 the fact that the holder of a retail 
license has sold liquor to persons of 'known 
intemperate habits' at his place of business 
is sufficient reason for refusing to renew 
the license, and of the fact that a pros- 
pective customer belongs to such a class, 
the holder of the license is bound to take 
notice. The fact that the customer could 
not properly be described as a 'soak' or 
'common drunkard* does not show- that he 
does not belong to the class of persons de- 
scribed as of 'known intemperate habits,' 
and such evidence is, therefore, of little 
weight." 
' 


Shettler's License 13 District Report 851. 


At the argument, the Counsel for these 
several applicants, laid great stress upon 
the opinion of Judge Agnew, who was re- 
ferred 
to frequently 
as a "temperance 


Judge." 
Judge Agnew 
determined the 


cases which were before him, in the light 
of the Inw as it then stood. 
The people 


realizing and knowing the harmful effects 
of the use of liquors, succeeded in having 
the Legislature pass the Act of Assembly 
of May 13, 1SS7, and known as the Brooks 
High License Law, which changed the law 
as construed by Judge Agnew in Schlau- 
decker vs. Marshall 72 Pa. 200 so as to 
separate and divorce the License from the 
hotel and throwing the burden 
of the 


necessity of the license and not the neces- 
sity of the hotel on the people of the dis- 
trict and making it encumbent on the resi- 
dents of the Borough, Ward or Township 
to inform the Court that a license was not 
necessary, "The 
fact that the place is 


necessary either as a hotel or as an eating 
bouse for the public accommodation does 
not necessarily and iinder all circumstances 
compel the conclusion that a, license to the 
ipplicant to sell intoxicating liquors by 
retail at such place is necessary. In other 
rords not every place that may be neces- 
sary as a hotel or as an eatjug house for 
public accommodation is entitled as a mat- 
ter of right to be licensed to sell liquor if 
the other statutory requirements are com- 
plied with." 


Reznor Hotel Co., License 34 Super. 523. 
The Act of Assembly confines the peti- 


tioners and remonstrants to the district. 
Sect. 7, "The said Court of Quarter Ses- 
sions shall hear petitions from residents 
of the ward, borough or townships, in ad- 
dition to that of the applicant, in favor of 
and remonstrance against the application 
'or such license, and in all cases shall re- 
use the same whenever, in the opinion of 
the said Court having due regard to the 
number and character of the petitioners for 
uul agaiust such applications such license 
(not 
hotel but such license) is not neces-

-ests the Court with a discretionary power 
n the granting or refusing the license up- 
on cause shown, viz: "Such Licenses may

Hall hear petitions from residents of the 
vard, borough or township, in addition to 
that of the applicant in favor of and re- 
monstrance against the application for such 
icense, and in nil cases shall refuse the 
same, etc."

.ng shown or proof being made to the said

"Abe" Lincoln's Pledge in Sunday Schools 


"Now, sonur, feeep that pledge and it will 


be the best act of your lite." 


So spoke a man called "Abe" Lincoln to 


a boy named Cleopus Breckeuridge iu Illi- 
nois in 184(5. 
other old people besides 


Breckeuridge still live in Illinois who tes- 
tify to these facts: That Lincoln came ou 
horseback to the South Fork school house 
iu Sagamou County, made a temperance 
speech, took a paper from his pocket and 
invited everybody to sign a total absti- 
nence pledge. Moses Martin, now of Edin- 
burg, HI., comrnitteed Lincoln's pledge to 
memory. Howard H. Russell or Wester- 
ville, O., the founder of the Auti-Saloou 
League, discovered these facts, and so he 
has started also the Lincoln Legion. 


The Lincoln Legion is a Sunday School 


movement. It invites the members of the 
school to enroll with Lincoln us pledged 
abstainers. 
But it does not stop there. 


Russell's Idea' is that, backed by the Sun- 
day Schools,, the Lincoln Legion will go to 
the factories, the shops and the foundries, 
to the street corners and the crossroads, 
Into tents and tabernacles, and into "the 
highways and hedges" to persuade every- 
body tor good and sufficient reasons to quit 
drinking intoxicating liquor. 


The movement began a while ago at 


Oberliu, O. The national headquarters is 
at Westervilie, O. Ou Lincoln's birthday, 
Sunday, February 12, 1911, many Sunday 
t>cuools tiiroughout the whole country held 
a Llucolu service and began a nation-wide 
Lincoln Legion movement. Upon that day 
more than 200,000 pledges were signed. 
This Lincoln service will be held in the 
Sunday School of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church here- at 2 o'clock p. m., March 19. 
The scholars will take part in special reci- 
tations and songs. Stirring words by Lin- 
coln and about Lincoln will be spoken, and 
the pledge written, signed, advocated and 
kept to the day of his death by Lincoln 
will be signed by all who desire to do so. 


An interesting feature of the service will 


be the unveiling of a. beautiful colored 
picture by the great, artist, Arthur I. 
Kellar, entitled "Lincoln Pledging Cleopas 
Breckeuridge."

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HECKERMAN LETTER 


the Chickamauga Battle Field a 


Grandest Park. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., March 8. 


This is the second city ot this state, 


.numerically speaking, Memphis being 
the largest and by far the more pros- 
jperous; it has many more advantages 
than Chattanooga in many ways. 'Tis 
-said that what Waterloo as a battle- 
field is to Europe Chattanooga is to 
-America. More and more as the years 
roll by, this beautiful and charming 
section of the South, with its history 
of the most important events of the 
Civil War, becomes the centre of talk 
prom all, especially those who come 
-here to view the hundreds of monu- 
ments that have been erected on this 
historic ground in memory of their 
.military ancestors. 


Chattanooga is a stop-over point 


for tourists from all points of the 
.compass and one which should not be 
passed without visiting its many 
points of interest. Most all the great 
trunk lines of tourist travel meet 
.here, then divide; some climbing the 
great Cumberland Mountains toward 
McMinnville, Tenn., from which place 
I wrote you last. The environments 
of Chattonooga comprise the most 
beautiful scenery. A Prussian Prince, 
standing on Point Lookout exclaim- 
ed: "This is grand; there is nothing 
in all Europe that is finer." Many 
.historic places of interest are here to 
.be seen by the pleasure seeker and 
many short trips can be taken by 
trolley or other easy methods to the 
famous Missionary Ridge, Lookout 
Mountain, Orchard Knob, Waldon's 
Ridge or Chickamauga National Mili- 
tary Cemetery. 
An automobile lide 
or one hundred and twenty miles on 
well-kept, 
first-class 
Government 


pikes and along Missionary Ridge is a 
treat so full of inspiration and heart 
interest as will never be forgotten. 
Uncle Sam, by an Act of Congress, 
has purchased the enure Chicamauga 
battlefield, 
covering 
some 
fiftten 


square miles, and has converted it in- 
to a magnificent park, and has ap- 
propriated seven hundred thousand 
dollars for the erection of monuments 
and 
for the improvement o± the 


.grounds, walks and driveways. 
The 


various 
states 
have 
appropriated 


large sums for the erection of monu- 
onents to commemorate the deeds of 
valor of their soldiers. Many of these 
-monuments are bronze, yet now and 
jthen one sees a granite or marble 
•one. The main drive of the park is 
thirty miles long and twenty-four feet 
wide. 


The 
National 
Commission 
after 


anuch research and trouble has ascer- 
tained the fighting lines of all divi- 
sions and brigades on both the Union 
and Confederate sides with sufficient 
accuracy to justify the erection of 
historical tablets for those organiza- 
tions. The part taken bj each organ- 
ization throughout the battles is set 
forth on these tablets. 
Many of the 


old lines of works and fortifications 
liave been rebuilt and otherwise re- 
stored to their looks of long years 
ago. 
This park is now the greatest 


military park in the.world. 


Chattanooga has some sky scraper 


"buildings and many very large job- 
bing houses for most all the products. 
There is much more hog and hominy 
raising here now than ever before 


- This is true of all the South and the 


man of small capital can buy forty or 
fifty acres of land, say for six hun- 
dred dollars, then buy fifteen good 
stock hogs for say a couple hundred 
more and I'll promise that with this 
small initial investment and a small 
outlay for equipment he can easily 
produce twenty thousand pounds of 
pork each year. 
The climate is so 


mild that they need no close pens, 
only an inexpensive shed to lie under. 
Then with the growing season so long 
and a winter so warm that green pas- 
tureage and roots are abundant for 
the hog the year lound, this shows 
the possibilities of cheap hog produc- 
tion in the South, and there is no 
finer flavored pork than that fed on 
sorgum and p-nuts. 
My idea is that 


there are wonderful chances tor in- 
vestment here in the South. 


I met Joe Lessig on the street the 


other day. 
He looks well and says 


he is very well. 
I did not see any 


other members of his family. I spent 
every moment that I could spare 
playing with baby Ann Heckerman. 
She is the most original youngster 
that I ever saw; for instance, she 
took her banjo to the cellar where the 
young chickens are kept and began to 
Play it, the little chicks came up to 
Jier and stood around her looking up 
inio her eyes, being perfectly charm- 
ed with the music.

ETIQUETTE IN SIAM. 


On Hands and Knees Before the King 


Was Long the Custom There. 


Perhaps the most revolutionary re- 


form carried out by the late king of 
Slam was the abolition of the arbi- 
trary rule of etiquette which forbade 
an inferior In rank to raise bis head 
above that of a superior or even.level 
with It. The Inferior must not even 
pass over a bridge while a superior 
was underneath It, nor must he enter 
a room In an upper story while a su- 
perior was occupying a room beneath 
It 
Servants approached their mas- 


tent on hands'and knees. This cus- 
tom Is by no means obsolete today in 
spite of the royal edict, for many of 
the powerful nobles who live far 
away from the court still enforce It. 


In 1874 the king held a large court, 


at which no one present presumed to 
appear otherwise than on hands and 
knees. It was at this audience that 
the edict forbidding the custom was 
read to the prostrate multitude. They 
there and then rose and stood like 
men In the presence of their sovereign 
for the first time on record. 
Since 


then there has been no prostration at 
the royal audiences. 
But if a supe- 


rior stops to speak to an inferior in 
the street the latter will still bend or 
lower his head in some way as a 
mark of respect. — London Saturday 
Review.

second was too much, and Ahab by 
the advice of his elders so returned 
answer to Benhadad. This drew from 
him a great threat, to which Ahab re- 
plied in these -words: "Let not him 
that girdeth on his harness boast him- 
self as he that putteth it off" (verse 11). 


We cannot but be impressed with 


the pains which God takes to win peo- 
ple to Him and to deliver them from 
the wrath to come, and we are amazed 
to see Him working even on behalf of 
such a one as Ahab. But it was all 
for His great namesake that Ahab 
might know Him as Jehovah (verses 
13, 28). Compare Job xsxiii, 2T-30, 
and remember always II Pet. iii, 9. 
What He has done for Israel in the 
past and will yet do for them in the 
future was and will be wholly for His 
name's sake that He may be known 
and trusted (Ezek. xsxvi, 22; xxxvii, 
28; xsrxTiii, 23; xxsis, 27-29). 
Even 


to this day He is wont to show Him- 
Self strong on behalf of very unworthy 
representatives if only He may be 
known through them as the living 
and true God, who loves to save and 
is not willing that any should perish. 


The great hindrance to His saving 


and blessing people and showing Him- 
self strong on their behalf is their un- 
willingness and unbelief. How often 
He has had to say: "And ye would 
not" (Isa xxviii, 12; xxx, 15; Matt.'1 
xxiii, 3T; John v, 40). "My people 
would not hearken to My voice, an»j, 
Israel would none of Me." "They beg 


I lieved not in God and trusted not in 


[ His salvation" (Ps. xxxi, 11; Ixsviii, 
22). 


Ahab's record is, "There was none 


like unto Ahab, who did sell himself 
to work wickedness in the sight of the 
Lord" (chapters xxi, xxv). The only good 
thing written of him is his penitence, 
which caused the Lord to delay judg- 
ment on him (xxi, 27-29). And yet in 
this lesson the Lord gave the Syrians 
into his hand fwice, though his peoples 
were but few and the Syrians a great 
host He even caused a wall to fall 
upon 27,000 of the Syrians. 
Such a 


manifestation of the power of God on 
behalf of such as Ahab is most un- 
usual. We must think not of Ahab, 
but of Israel as the people of God, 
though in rebellion against Him, con- 
cerning whom He said: "How shall I 
give thee up, Bphraim? How shall I 
deliver thee, Israel?" 
(Hos. xi, 8.) 


"O Israel, thou hast destroyed thy- 
self, but in me is thine help!" "O 
Israel, return unto the Lord thy God!" 
(Hos. xiii, 9; xiv, 1.) 


As to the Syrians, who were at this* 


time overthrown, it is plain that 
drunkenness was one of the sins of 
their leaders, for Benhadad and his 
thirty-two royal comrades were drink- 
ing themselves drunken (verses xii, 1C) 
even- while they were boasting against 
the God of Israel. It was not sinful 
Israel that they were talking against, 
but the wonder working God of Israel, 
who counts all that is done to His 
people, however unworthy they may 
be. as done to Himself fZech. i!, R) 
After the first defeat of the Syrians 
they said th.-u the God of Israel.was 
a God of the hills, but not of the val- 
leys, and for this they suffered their 
second defeat, though the children of 
Israel were like two little flocks of 
kids, while the Syrians filled the coun- 
try (verses 23. 27)
